The automobile company filed suit against 
Richardson for the #5 In Justice O'Hal- 
loran’s court in St. Louis Saturday morn- 
ing. A few minutes after notice of this 
suit was served on Richardson in East St. 
Louis, he swore out a writ of attachment 
against the automobile company for $200 
in Justice Driscoll’'s court, East St. Louis. 
He got service on a new automobile of the 
Mississippi Vailey company, which is now 
impounded in an East St’ Louis livery sta- 


LONDON, March 6—Nearly surrounded 
and almost beaten, Gen. Kuropatkin has 
launched so desperate an attack against 
the Japanese left center that Marshal 
Oyama is in danger of the loss of the en- 
tire wing. i 

The Russians’ position is still precarious, 
but by the latest development an element 
of uncertainty has been lent to the out- 
come of the engagement. Military men 
generally had expected that the Czar’s 
army would be forced to surrender be- 
fore noon today. 

The result of the battle, however—the 
greatest of modern times—must be decided 
within a ‘few hours. Upon this result will 
probably depend the outcome of the war 
in the East. 

The Japanese have staked everything on 
a single cast of the dice. Upon the Rus- 
sians they have forced a similar risk. The 
prize is an empire. Two of the greatest 
armies in history—altogether 800,000 men— 
are engaged. 


Gen. Kuropatkin's case seemed almost 
hopeless until his counter-attack was de- 
livered.

Molds Found on Island Near Pop- 
lar Bluff Would Turn Out $5 
and $10 Gold Pieces and Silver 
Dollars by Wholesale. 


D:sCOVERY OF BOYS

Secret Service Operatives Trudged 
Miles to Forest Den to Make Ar- 


Counterfeiters’ Designs. 


Secret service men consider the molds 
and other paraphernalia captured after 
the arrest of Thomas Inlow near Poplar 
Bluff, Mo., to be perfect. Their capacity 
is such that the counterfeiters are believed 
to have intended to make bad money by 
the pound. 

The molds were found buried two miles 
from Inlow's cabin, which is on an island 
in the Dan river. 

There are six molds in all. Five of them 
are for the molding of three counterfelt 
coins, that of a silver dollar, a $5 gold 
piebe and a $10 gold plece. The other one 
is for the molding of six counterfeits of 
silver dollars. 

According ta Secret Service Agent. Law- 
rence Ritchey and Deputy United States 
Marshal William H. Osmer, who made the 
arrest and dug up the molds, plans had 
been made for the extensive ciroulation of 
counterfeit money. 


obtained several unfinished ones. They 
were wel! molded, but the silver coating 
was not well applied. 

Besides the molds, the officers got a 
metal pot, a ladle, several spoons, two or 
three pounds of metal, a quantity of plas- 
ter of paris and a lot’of files. 

The death of Dave Woolard was what led 
to the arrest of Inlow. Woolard lived in 
Poplar Bluff. It seems that Woolard made 
the molds and that he and Inlow were to 
have made the counterfeit money. Before 
they could do so he took sick and died. He 
directed Clara Jackson to take the molds 
to Inlow. Instead she intrusted them to a 
boy. He knew what they were and he told 
another boy. They decided to bury them 
against the time when they might want 
to co into the counterfeiting business them- 
selves. 

Their secret got out and letters sent to 


the secret service department and the of- 
fice of the United States marshal led to 


an investigation. 

Osmer was sent down first. He was fol- 
lowed by Ritchey. They had to walk a pe

IPROSECUTOR SAYS 
DON’T SHOOT FUGITIVE 


Two Attempts at Safeblowing in 
One Night Cause Authorities to 
Use Extraordinary Means to 
Prevent Crime. 


“I will give $100 to any business man 
who kills a safe-blower in the act of 
blowing a snafe in his place of >Yusi- 
ness.”’ 


Chief of Police Geérge O. Purdy of East 
St. Louls made this definite announcement 
Monday to the members of the Hast 8t. 
Louis police department and instructed 
them to notify business men that such a 
reward was ready for any one who could 
kill a safe-blower in action on his prem- 
ises. 


Mayor Cook said Monday that he had 
discussed the situation with Chief Purdy 
ard approved of the announcement he had 
made. “It is not intended,’ he said ‘‘to 
encourage indiscriminate shooting. We 
want to capture safe-breakers if possible. 
But if a business man catches a robber at 
his safe, it usually means the life of the 
safe-breaker or the life of the business 
man. We simply want the business men 


man and endangered his life, the business 
man had a right to shoot. One who shot 
thug, in self-defense, would be 
but it was the first duty to capture a law- 
breaker if possible. A business man would 
rot be justified in shooting a safe-blower 
who was running away, he thought. 
Chief Purdy told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er that the offer is a limited one. It does 
not hold good for anyobdy but safe-own- 
ers. If any other man discovers a safe- 
blower at work the chief expects him to 
call a policeman.

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THE TERMINAL PROBLEM. 

The points raised by President Hornsby of the City Coun- 
ci] against the Manufacturers’ Railway bill are well taken. His 
amendments, which were voted down by the council, provided 
reasonable safeguards, which should have been embodied in 
the bill. He rightly summed up the situation when he said 
“there is no protection for the city in the bill as it stands.” 
There: is no guarantee that it will not be another spoke in 
the terminal’ monopoly’s wheel. At best the company will be 
merely a small competitor of the terminal railway, offering 
another switching charge and a little smaller arbitrary 

This bill illustrates the folly of trying to mend the terminal 
situation by piecemeal, by giving away without proper guar- 
antees and without a well defined, complete plan the remain- 
ing terminal franchise opportunities to the first corporation 
which asks for them and offers pleasant promises of reform. 

Thé terminal situation should be dealt with now on a large, 
wise plan, designed to break the monopoly, wipe out the arbi- 
trary and supply adequate and conveniently located west side 
terminals. A plan of this kind can only be devised after 
careful examination and consideration of tife whole terminal 
problem, For. this necessary work a termina] commission com- 
posed of capable men of known integrity and independence 
should be appointed. The commission should be supplied with 
sufficient means to do the work and the members should be 
given adequate compensation for their services, 
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The rumor’ that there are married pairs among the 400 of 
New York who adore one another after years of wedded life 
lacks confirmation, but it is good enough to be true. 
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RIGHT TO A SPEEDY TRIAL. 

One of the most striking and thought-provoking features in 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch was the illustrated page headed “Un- 
tried in St. Louis’ Bastile.” It gave a list of 22 persons who 
have languished in the city jail for periods of from four to six 
months, awaiting trial, not because the community has any 
right to punish them—the law presumes their innocence—but. 
because of a fatal defect in the criminal law. 

The section of the law quoted in the article appears to pro- 
vide that no prisoner shall be beld over the, second term of 
court after his arrest, but the section defeats its own object 
by providing, in its concluding clause, that the prisoner shall 
he held indefinitely if the delay is “occasioned by the want of 


\. time to, try such case at such second term.” 


The right to a speedy trial has been recognized in all civilized 
countries. The French criminal law bends all its energies to 
bring about speedy trial or release of prisoners. So with the 
drastic British criminal law. In Missouri, however, an inno- 
cent man may be held precisely ag if he were a prisoner in the 
bastile of some autocrat. 

The fault appears to lie in insufficient legal machinery to dis- 
pose of criminal cases. A bill is now before the Legislature to 
provide such machinery. In the interest of St. Louis’ good 
name it should be passed. The stigma which attaches to the 
medieval condition now existing should be wiped off at the 
earliest possible moment.

It ds marvelous, the amount of assorted 
cookery stuff which is daily turned over 
to the consumer at the delicatessen shops, 
women's exchanges and department stores 
which have a grocery department. The 
demand for anything in the line of eat- 
ables keeps an army of self-supporting 
women busy in their kitchens. They roast 
chickens, turkey, make cakes, candies, 
jellies, puddings, pies—the list is endless, 

To see the well-stocked display cases and 
counters, One ‘would think there was diffi- 
culty in disposing of the viands before they 
became stale. The opposite is true. Wach 
merfiing the cases are newly filled, and 
before night they are emptied of their con- 
tents before the buying public has secured 
all that it wants. 

By enrolling at any one of these places, 
and by the payment of a small fee, a 
woman is ready to begin her work. 

In the matter of cooking there is always 
room for one more and so far there seems 
no limit to the demand for well-made at- 
tractively gotten-up food stuffs. It is best 
for a woman, who has decided to cook 
for thelr shops, to decide upon some 
one thing in which she is especially pro- 
ficient, and then make the most of that. 

By constant practice she becomes expert, 
and in time works up a large business, 
with a reputation and regular customers 
who always call for her particular prod- 
uct. 

I wonder how many women would have 
thought of hash as a home-making power. 

Yet there is one woman who is registered 
at the West End Exchange and Industrial 


beef hash. The hash is made into little 
Cakes and wrapped with parafine paper, 
and all that is needed in the way of prep- 
aration by the purchaser is a warming up 
when about to serve. The potatoes and all 
the ingredients are thoroughly cooked be- 
fore mixed. 

Another woman makes jellies and pre- 
serves. In the summer she watches the 
markets for fruits and when the berry sea- 
son is at its height and the prices lowest 
she buys up the necessary products and 
makes her jellies.
